TO:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho 
DARFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  tho  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
hoalth  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  tho  year  ended  31st 
Decomber,  1959.  The  report  is  similar  in  composition  to  last  year’s,  and 
although  the  statistics  relating  to  infant  mortality  show  a slight  riso, 
they  aro  still  woll  within  tho  national  average. 

A great  deal  of  time  was  again  spent  on  Poliomyelitis  immunisation 
and  progross  was  made  and  maintained  in  respect  of  immunisation  against 
other  diseases.  Generally,  the  position  in  Darfield  remains  quite 
satisfactory  and  calls  for  little  commont.  It  might  bo  porhaps  worthy  of 
note  that  the  illegitimate  births  for  the  year  amounted  to  5A%  of  the  tote, 
births  registered  as  compared  with  2.6^  in  the  previous  year.  This 'is  a 
vory  marked  increase  and  should  be  regarded  with  some  concern, 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  tho  Members  of  the 
Council  for  tlioir  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  tho 
health  of  the  district,  my  Divisional  Health  Staff  for  their  willing 
assistance,  and  your  Surveyor  & Public  Hoalth  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  J.  Andrews, 

for  his  holp  and  co-operation.  Ho  has  prepared  that  part  of  the  reports  . 
dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

At  mid  1959  the  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  vias  6,590, 
as  compared  -with  6,540  at  mid  1958.  The  annual  increase  of  population 
showing  the  excess  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  84,  34  more  than  the 
provious  year. 

Live  Births 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  148  of  whom  68 
wore  males  and  80  fomales.  Thoro  wore  8 illegitimate  births  or  5.4/  of 
the  total  births  registered. 

Tho  Registrar -General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  the 
births  in  1959,  which  relates  tho  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing 
ago  in  tho  district  with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  Tho 
crudo  birth  rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  which  is  comparablo  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for 
other  districts  and  with  the  rato  for  tho  country  as  a whole.  Tho 
adjustod  birth  rate  for  your  district  was  22.5  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  as  compared  with  17.7  por  1,000  estimated  population  for 
1958  and  with  16.5  por  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.

Stillbirths 

Thoro  wore  two  stillbirths  in  your  district  last  year,  compared  with  one  in 
the  previous  year.  Tho  stillbirth  rate  13.3  as  compared  with  8,5  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  20.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  64  comprised  of  31  males  and  33 
females.  Tho  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor,  was  12.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  12.5  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  tho  previous  year  and  with  11.6 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  causos  of 
death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  wore:  heart  and  circulatory  disoases, 
cancer,  respiratory  diseases. 
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Infant  and  Pori -natal  Mortality 


There  wore  throe  infant  deaths  in  your  area  last  year  - two  more  than  in 
1958,  The  death  duo  to  promaturity  was  a child  who  only  lived  fifteen  minutes 
and  the  birth  took  place  in  the  28th  week  of  prognancy.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  20.3  per  1,000  live-  births  as  compared  with  8.6  for  tho  previous  yoar 
and  22.0  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a significant  rise  on  last  yoar’s 
figures,  but  is  still  well  within  the  national  average  and  it  would  be  too  much 
to  hopo  that  you  could  maintain  last  year’s  record  figure. 

The  illegitimate  death  rate  was  nil. 

Pori-natal  mortality  is  expressed  as  the  number  of  stillbirths  plus  the 
number  of  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life,  I give  bolow  tho  records  for  your 
district  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  although  there  has  been  a slight  incrcaso 
compared  with  last  yoar,  this  is  of  no  significance  and  is  really  only  due  to 
the  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  births.  Darfiold  remains  extremely  healthy 
in  spite  of  this  record  and,  although  wo  would  prefer  that  your  rato  was  nil, 
nevertheless,  there  is  every  room  for  satisfaction  in  the  figures  quoted.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  Council  but 
is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
Division  No.  2 5 of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  One  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  employed  by  the  Council,  he  also  undertakes  the  duties  of 
Surveyor. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  administered  through 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  given  below:

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were  admitted  to 
the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley,  The  ambulance  arrangements  were  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  year  with  the  Hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulances  for 
this  service.

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and  Rotherham,  and  a 
patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is  at  liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre 
of  his  choice.  Treatment  is  completely  confidential. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the. Methodist  Church,  Barnsley  Road, 
on  Wednesday  afternoons,  2,0  p.m,  to  4«0  p.m.  Ante-natal  clinics  are  held 
in  the  same  premises  on  Friday  mornings. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical  analysis 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council.

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  infants 
vaccinated  was  118  representing  77 & of  the  under  one  population,  a rise  of 
15%  over  the  figure  for  last  year. 


Diphtheria  and  Who op in  , Cough. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  again  proved  a popular  measure  in  Darfield 
with  87.7%  of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  0 - 14  years  immunised  as 
compared  with  88,61  for  the  previous  year.  70.5%  of  the  childred  in  the 
0 - 4 years  age  group  were  immunised  and  99%  in  the  5-14  years  age  group 
were  protected.  126  infants  were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  as  com- 
pared with  91  in  1958*  This  represents  approximately  831  of  the  under  one 
population. 

Poliomyelitis 


No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Immunisation  con- 
tinued during  the  year  with  1,069  persons  receiving  two  doses.  This  com- 
prises 350  children,  676  young  persons  and  43  expectant  mothers.  Taking 
into  account  persons  previously  immunised  the  total  number  completed  in 
Darfield  with  two  doses  was  2,401.  Of  this  grant  total,  1,117  persons 
received  a third  dose,  all  of  which  were  given  during  1959. 

Food  Poisoning 


No  case  occurred  during  the  year.

There  was  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  no  case  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  The  notifications  show  a drop  of 
one  compared  with  1959.

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HOUSING 


The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  tho  year  was 
2,132  and  the  population  was  6,590. 

Tho  Minister  gave  his  decision  on  Slum  Clearance  Appeals 
confirming  the  Slum  Clearance  Orders  on  Nos.  31  and  33  Hope  Street 
and  2 and  4 Hopo  Street.  The  Minister  did  however  eliminate  No. 35 
George  Streot  from  Slum  Clearance  Area  No. 9 on  tho  grounds  that  he 
was  unable  to  accopt  those  promises  as  unfit. 

However,  negotiations  aro  taking  place  with  tho  West  Riding 
County  Council  in  tho  hope  that  they  will  acquire  the  property  with  a 
view  to  demolishing  it  to  improvo  tho  sight  lino  from  a road  safety 
point  of  view.  This  will  also,  of  course,  eliminate  one  houso  standing 
in  isolation. 

Tho  Shroggs  Head  Site  containing  64  houses  and  30  bungalows  will 
accommodate  all  tho  Slum  Clearance  Proposals  for  the  yoar  and  in  addition 
roduco  tho  Houso  Waiting  List.  When  the  sito  is  completed  tho  Council 
will  own  a total  number  of  966  houses  of  which  658  have  been  built  since 
the  War. 

At  the  timo  of  writing  this  report  it  has  boon  established  that 
the  future  housing  development  for  Darfiold  is  to  bo  moved  from 
tho  proposed  Eddorthorpo  area  to  an  area  bounded  by  Snapo  Hill 
Rocroation  Ground,  Barnsley  Road  and  Upperwood  Hall  - an  area  which 
should  meet  tho  future  housing  needs  for  Darfiold  for  the  next  15  to 
20  years.

7.  FOOD  PREMISES 

Food  premises  in  the  district  continue  to  maintain  a satis- 
factory standard  during  the  year. 

8.  FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year. 

9.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Tho  now  vortical  spindle  pumps  installed  during  the  previous 
year  have  proved  to  be  a success  at  the  Cliff  Road  Pumping  Station. 
Tho  motors  can  no  longer  be  affected  by  water  infiltrating  through 
the  walls  in  the  well  of  tho  pump  house. 

Two  now  sludge  beds  wore  orected  during  tho  year  at  the 
Sewage  Works  which  havo  provod  invaluablo  in  drying  out  the  sludge. 
Difficulty  of  drying  out  tho  sludgo  experienced  over  provious  years 
can  now  bo  overcome  if  money  is  mado  available  each  year  for  the 
next  four  yoars  for  this  purpose. 

The  sewerage  system  from  Vicar  Road  to  tho  Sewago  Disposal  Works 
is  proving  a source  of  trouble  through  infiltration  of  surface  water, 
and  it  is  only  by  laying  a now  main  from  Vicar  Road  across  the  river 
to  tho  Sewage  Works  that  this  trouble  can  bo  overcome.  A full  report 
is  boing  preparod  at  this  timo. 

Recent  breakdowns  at  tho  Pumping  Station  havo  proved  that  an 
emergency  ovorflow  is  necessary  at  tho  Cliff  Road  Pumping  Station. 

Mr.  Perry  was  appointed  as  the  new  Sewago  Works  Manager  during 
the  year  in  succession  to  Mr.  Crowthor. 

10.  PUBLIC  SCAVENGING 

Tho  system  continued  as  in  previous  yoars  with  a weekly 
collection.

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D IVISIONaL  report 


Vital  Statistics 


I have  compiled  a comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  for  each  of  the 
County  districts  comprising  division  No,  25,  which  I feel  may  be  of  interest  to 
each  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation  to  the  local 
figures  generally. 


Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  in' 1959  was 
1,307.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  17.0  per  1,000,  There  were 
27  stillbirths,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  20,2, 


Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area,  after  the  addition  and  deduction 
cf  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  736  giving  a crude  death  rate  for  the  division 
cf  9.6,  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any  of  the  other 
figures  given  for  individual  districts,  but  the  other  figures  show  adjusted  rates, 
Jnfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the  division. 


Enfant  Mortality 


There  were  26  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the  year,  of  which  14 
cccurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
livision  of  19.9. 


/accination  and  Immunisation  Statistics 

'I  give  a table  showing  the  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  during 
L959.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  in  six  of  the  seven  districts  vaccination 
igainst  Smallpox  has  risen  quite  sharply,  so  that  the  total  for  the  Division  is  now 
50%  as  compared  with  36%  during  the  previous  year.  In  five  of  the  seven  districts 
Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  has  shown  an  improvement,  so  that  by  the  end 
cf  the  year  Si, 6%  of  the  under-one  population  had  been  immunised,  compared  with 
74%  during  the  previous  year.  The  position  with  regard  to  Diphtheria  immunisation 
Ls  a very  complicated  one.  There  is  an  overall  drop  of  7%  in  the  total  immunised 
and  in  the  main  this  shows  an  increase  in  the  pre-school  numbers  and  a corresponding 
lecrease  in  the  school  figures.  During  the  year  64%  of  the  under-one  population 
tfere  immunised  against  Tetanus. 

During  the  year  much  of  the  Department's  time  was  again  taken  up  with  both 
first  and  second  doses  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination,  and  separate  tables  are 
provided  showing  the  position  during  and  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


iidwifery  and  Maternity  Services 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  626,  and  during  the 
/•ear  there  were  70S  institutional  confinements.  These  figures  compare  with  704 
and  618  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  new  cases  attending 
ante-natal  clinics  in  the  division  was  600  and  the  total  number  of  attendances 
tfas  3,617.  Post-natal  attendances  were  273,  this  figure  shows  a slight  decline 
compared  with  1958,

Ante-Natal  Clinic 


The  ante-natal  clinic  at  Darfield  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  patients  attending  showed  a fall,  although  the  number  of 
attendances  showed  a slight  rise.  During  the  year  59  patients  made  382  attendances 
an  average  attendance  of  7.6  per  session,  476  attendances' were  made  by  expectant 
mothers  to  relaxation  classes  run  jointly  by  the  midwives  and  health  visitors. 

Those  latter  classes  have  shown  an  increase  in  attendances  of  nearly  40/°  during 
the  year.  In  Darfield  339>  of  the  confinements  took  place  in  hospital  as  compared 
with  35/9  in  1959.  This  district  has  the  highest  proportion  of  domiciliar]/-  con- 
finements in  the  Division. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 


Most  of  the  infant  welfare  clinics  in  the  division  continued  to  thrive,  and 
1,345  new  cases  attended  under  the  age  of  1 year.  The  total  number  of  children 
attending  local  health  authority  clinics  was  2,643. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  Darfield  shows  similar  trends  to  the  ante-natal 
clinic.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  attending  and  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances.  189  children  made  3,863  attendances 
during  the  year,  and  156  children  were  seen  for  the  first  time,  compared  with  124 
in  the  previous  year.  755  examinations  were  made  by  the  doctor,  an  average  of 
15.1  per  session. 


School  Health  Service 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  routine  work  of  school  medical  inspection 
showed  a substantial  increase  over  1958,  and  this  rate  of  inspection  would 
probably  keep  things  on  an  even  keel,  but  unfortunately  does  not  make  up  for 
the  back-log  of  the  previous  years.  I am  sorry  to  say  that  I cannot  report 
the  position  as  entirely  to  my  satisfaction.

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Health  Visiting 


The  staffing  position  with  regard  to  health  visitors  remained  relatively 
unchanged  from  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors  during  the  year  was  33,020,  of  which  20,056  were  maee  to  pre- 
school children,  6,707  visits  were  made  to  children  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

As  in  other  spheres,  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  took  up  a great  deal  of 
the  health  visitors1  time  during  1959,  and  I feel  that  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  we  must  consider  if  such  routine  work  could  not  be  done  by  some 
lesser  qualified  person.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  the  health  visitor 
is  a qulified  nurse,  a qualified  midwife  and  a further  post-graduate  certificate 
in  health  visiting. 


Home  Nursing. 

The  home  nurses  in  the  division  made  46,963  visits  last  year.  39,459  of 
these  being  to  medical  cases,  6690  to  surgical  cases  and  586  visits  were  made 
to  Tuberculosis  patients.  The  figures  ail  show  a decline  compared  with 
previous  years.  I would  not  like  this  to  convey  the  impression  that  the  home 
nurses  are  under  employed,  but  it  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  change  in 
the  nature  of  their  work.  Previously,  many  of  their  visits  were  accounted 
for  as  visits  for  injection,  particularly  of  antibiotics,  nowadays,  many 
antibiotics  are  given  quite  satisfactorily  by  mouth,  and  do  not  require  the 
visit  of  a home  nurse.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  aged  general  nursing 
cases  has  increased,  and  consequently  much  more  time  is  being  spent  per  case. 


Home  Kelp  Service 


The  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  provide  a service  mainly  for  the 
elderly.  The  proportion  of  the  time  tended  to  the  aged  of  65  years  and  over 
increased  slightly  to  91.5;  of  the  total  hours  expended.  The  total  number 
of  Home  Help  cases  was  663,  and  these  cases  received  a total  of  103,941  hours. 
This  compares  with  589  and  98,880  hours  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  hours  rose  by  about  6%  in  1959.

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At  present  there  are  37  mental  defectives  in  the  Division  who  are  under 
16  years  of  age,  and  I am  happy  to  report  that  28  are  in  full-time  attendance 
at  Occupation  Centres;  and  of  the  remainder  3,  due  to  physical  as  well  as 
mental  disability,  are  unable  to  be  catered  for  at  the  present  time;  3 are  in 
employment  and  3 are  still  in  attendance  at  ordinary  school  and  wall  be 
catered  for  at  the  beginning  of  I960. 

As  a result  of  the  opening  of  the  Occupation  Centre  at  High  Green  the  5 
mentally  handicapped  attending  the  Wombwell  Occupation  Centre  were  withdrawn 
in  November  and  the  overcrowded  position  was  alleviated.  There  is  only 
provision  of  27  at  the  Wombwell  Centre,  and  now  there  are  26  in  attendance, 
but  the  remaining  vacancy  will  be  taken  at  the  commencement  of  I960  by  a 
child  who  is  in  the  course  of  notification.  Also  vacancies  have  been  created 
at  the  Barnsley  Occupation  Centre,  but  as  all  children  are  at  present  catered  for 
I have  not  been  able  to  utilise  the  places. 

The  most  pressing  need  now  is  for  adequate  adult  full-time  training 
facilities  and  I have  put  forward  proposals  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
for  adaptations  and  extensions  to  the  existing  Centre  at  Wombwell,  and 'I  am 
given  to  understand  that  the  proposals  in  principle  have  been  accepted.  I am 
now  awaiting  decisions  as  to  the  suitability  of  building  plots  and  the  general 
extent  of  the  proposed  extensions,  I had  visualised  an  adult  female  unit 
covering  domestic  and  general  duties  training,  and  an  adult  male  unit  covering 
carpentry  and  more  general  forms  of  training.  At  present,  there  are  44  females 
and  27  males  who  could  be  adequately  catered  for  by  the  proposed  extensions, 
although  out  of  the  figure,  38  females  and  13  males  are  at  present  in 
attendance  at  Occupation  Centres  and  Group  training  classes  or  by  visits  by 
the  Home  Teacher,  15  males  so  far  do  not  participate  in  the  Training  Scheme 
and  parents  have  not  been  pressed  on  the  matter,  as  the  majority  have  attended 
school  up  to  the  age  of  15  years,  and  possibly  would  react  so  unfavourably  to 
the  available  training  facilities,  i.e.  rug-making,  basket  work,  stool-making, 
knitting,  etc. , that  they  would  not  entertain  an  adult  centre  when  it  is 
available. 


Group  Training 

Facilities  for  training  adult  mentally  handicapped  who  are  unable  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  are  provided  by  Group  Training  Classes  held  in 
various  parts  of  the  Division,  or  in  the  case  of  physical  handicap  or 
domestic  commitments  by  home  visits. 


There  are  four  classes,  and  many  of  the  adult  mentally  handicapped  attend 
all  classes  and  are  issued  with  travel  vouchers.  Classes  are  held  in  the 
following  districts:

On  the  withdrawal  of  the  children  from  Division. 22  it  was  possible  to  re-route 
the  special  bus  to  cater  for  the  children  in  Wombwell,  which  has  ensured  the 
attendance  of  those  who  did  not  attend  regularly  because  of  physical  handicap  and 
the  inclement  weather.  It  has  also  been  found  possible  to  admit  2 non-ambulant 
mentally  handicapped  children  this  year,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  Supervisor  and  her 
staff  will  not  bo  able  to  adequately  manage  further  physically  handicapped  until 
such  time  as  tho  West  Riding  Dental  Department  vacate  the  two  ground  floor  rooms 
which  are  at  presont  at  their  disposal, 

A new  advent  at  tho  Centro  is  that  tho  Rector  of  Wombwell,  Canon  Adkins 
is  now  attending  the  Contro  weekly  to  givo  non-donominational  scripture  lessons 
which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  and  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

Thanks  again  aro  duo  to  the  Parents'  Association  who  havo  provided  the 
Contro  with  a Cine  projector;  tho  Wombwell  Rotary  and  Innor  Wheel  who  organised 
a fivo-day  Whitsuntide  holiday  for  13  of  tho  montally  handicapped  at  Scarbrough. 

The  staff  and  children  had  their  Annual  Day's  Outing  in  July  and  a 
successful  Open  Day  was  hold  at  the  end  of  July.  Instead  of  holding  a Nativity 
Play,  the  Children  and  Staff  gave  a musical  shortened  version  of  "Red  Riding 
Hood"  and  a Carol  Service  at  tho  Parish  Hall  and  150  parents  and  friends  wore 
present. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I have  to  report  that  Miss  Thornton,  an  Assistant 
at  tho  Centro,  has  been  accepted  on  tho  Course  for  Training  of  Mentally 
Handicapped  run  by  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  held  at  Manchester. 

As  a matter  of  general  intorest,  I set  out  on  the  noxt  page  the  disposal 
of  all  mentally  handicapped  on  the  Supervision  Register  for  the  whole  area. 

Accommodation 


During  tho  past  year  9 oases  havo  boon  admitted  to  Mental  Deficiency 
Hospitals  for  short-stay  periods,  and  again  this  facility  was  appreciated  by  the 
parents  as  it  enabled  tho  family  to  havo  holidays  which  they  otherwise  would  not 
have  been  able  to  manage. 

2 adult  females  wore  admitted  as  informal  patients  to  Hospital  duo  to  the 
death  of  paronts,  and  one  boy  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  a probation  order  with 
a condition  of  residence  in  a Hospital. 

18  patients  who  were  in  Montal  Deficiency  Hospitals  under  order  have  boon 
discharged  during  tho  year  and  re-admitted  on  an  informal  basis.

One  of  the  main  features  under  tho  new  Mental  Health  Act  is  the  development 
of  an  adequate  service  to  cover  all  mentally  disordered  persons,  whether  or  not 
they  have  boon  in  hospital  and  I can  foresee  in  the  not  too  distant  future  a 
much  closer  liaison  with  Mental  Hospitals,  Genoral  Practitioners  and  this 
Department  to  onsure  a fully  comprehensive  after-care  service.  I attended  a 
meeting  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  areas  covered  by  tho  Catchment 
Area  of  Storthos  Hall  Mental  Hospital  convened  at  Storthes  Hall,  when  tho 
question  of  mutual  co-operation  was  throughly  discussed  by  the  Local  authority 
Staffs  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Hoard  Staff.  A further  Meeting  of  Duly 
Authorised  Officers  and  Mental  Health  Social  'Workers  was  also  convoned  at 
Storthes  Hall  when  further  discussions  on  future  policy  were  hold.  With  these 
discussions  and  the  future  policy  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  I am 
hopeful  that  tho  after-care  sorvico  will  prove  of  real  worth  to  tho  community 
as  it  should  ensure  a comploto  co-ordination  of  service  incorporating  tho 
General  Praotitionor,  tho  Mental  Hospitals  and  the  Local  Authority. 

Mental  Health  Exhibition 

Encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  small  Exhibition  staged  in  1953,  an 
Exhibition  covering  tho  whole  of  the  Montal  Health  Service  was  staged  at  6 
Victoria  Road,  Barnsley,  on  tho  4th  December,  1959.  Considerable  help  was 
given  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  by  loan  of  photographs,  Granada, 
by  supply  of  literature^  Dr.  Bruce,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Storthos 
Hall,  by  his  kindness,  in  allowing  2 members  of  his  staff  and  4 patients  to 
attend  to  illustrate  Hospital  Occupational  Therapy j tho  Supervisor  of  the 
Wombwell  Occupation  Centre  and  tho  Home  Teacher  by  preparation  of  Exhibit  stands 
and  their  help  in  gonoral. 

Unfortunately,  duo  to  the  very  inclomont  weather  conditions,  attendance  was 
affected,  although  approximately  200  visited  the  Exhibition.  One  of  tho  main 
features  was  a film  show  covoring  Montal  Illness  and  Montal  Deficiency.  I was 
most  pleased  to  see  Mr.  Roy  Mason,  M.P.,  Mr.  E.  Wainwright,  M.P.,  Dr.  J.  Loiper, 
the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Dr.  Bruce,  Superintendent  of 
Storthos  Hall,  and  also  the  organised  parties  of  pro-nursing  students  from  the 
Local  Technical  Collogo.
